Whilst the forces were face to face 

on the opposite sides of a wall which 


the Tibeians had _ built across the 
highway to oppose the advance, the 
Indian troops deployed their flanks 
and enclosed 1,000 Tibetans in acircle 
like herding sheep. The members of 
the mission, the press correspondents 
and the general staff rode up to in- 
spect the capture and were laughing 
and talking. They were unaware of 
the iripending tragedy, being evident- 
ly heedless of the sulien demeanor of 
the Tibetans. The latter presently 
began to hustle some Sikhs, who re- 
plied with the butt ends of their 
rifles, Then the Tibetans fired a 
pistol, wounding a Sikh, and this was 
the signal for all the Tjbetans to 
draw their sswords and rush at their 
eaptors, who opened fire on the surg- 
ing mob. The officers emptied their 
revolvers. 

The Tibetans were unabie to climb 
the wal! which they themselves had 
built. Finally about half of them 
were able to break away to the rear, 
where they came under the fire of the 
artillery. Of the entire Tibetan force 
only atout half escaped death or 
wounds, f

—Calgary Heraid.—While in Tor- 
onto and Ottawa City Engineer Thor- 
old saw electricity being used to thaw 
out weter mains and pipes and thinks 
the idea a splendid one. So good 
did the engineer think this device 
that he sent an estimate of the cost 
to the city that the apparatus might 
be secured at once. In Toronto an 
eight inch pipe which was frozen fer 
500 feet, was thawed out in 30 min= 
utes. The cost of one of these ap- 
plicnces for thawing the pipes weal 
be about $500, but would be of great 
value in Calgary. By it a pipe can | 
be thawed out in three or four min- 
utes. According to the cost, of elec- 
tricity here, thawing’ out av service 
would cost about 2 dollar.
